WASHINGTON, February 28.—By the 


overwhelming vote of 04 to 6, the sen- 
ate today adopted a concurrent resolu- 
tion favorable to Cuban belligerency 
and 
independence. 
The resolutions 


adopted are as follows: 


Jtcxolved, By the senate, house of 


representatives concurring, that in tbe 
opinion of congress ft condition of pub- 
lic war exists between the government 
of Spain and the government proclaimed 
and for some time maintained by force 
of arms by the people of Cuba; and 
that the United States of America 
should maintain a strict neutrality be- 
tween the contending powers, according 
to each and all tho rights of belligerents 
iu the ports and territory of the United 
States. 


Jtewhed, That the friendly offices of 


tho United States should be offered by 
the President to the Spanish govern- 
ment for the recognition of the inde- 
pendence of Cuba. 


When this result was announced the 


duueely packed galleries broke into loud 
continued applause which the vice pres- 
ident checked with difficulty. 


The main feature of the debate wag 


the speech of Senator Sherman, chair- 
man of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions. As a rulo the veteran senator 
from Ohio speaks with conservatism, so 
it was the more surprising when he ar- 
raigned Spain and General Weyler in 
the most scathing language. Mr. Sher- 
man -read epecitlc instances in which 
Weyler waa pictured as stripping young 
girls held aa captives and compelling 
them to dance 
before the Spanish 


troops. 


The voting began at 4 o'clock accord- 


ing to agreement. It was simplified by 
the withdrawal of conllicting amend- 
ments, so that only three votes were 
necessary. 


The result was reached after a day of 


fervid speeches,which,at timee, aroused 
the crowd ot spectators to enthusiastic 
demonstrations. The keen public inter- 
est ou the subject waa evidenced by the 
presence of the largest crowd since con- 
gress assembled. The representatives 
of foreign powers were numerously iu 
attendance, the occupants of tho diplo- 
matic gallery including Ministers Men- 
donca of Brazil, Hatch of Hawaii, Lazo 
Arrlaga of Guatemala, Rengifo of Co- 
lombia and Baron Von Ketteler of the 
German embassy.

Lome, the Spanish minister, was not 
present, but two of tho attaches of the 
Wpauiah legation occupied goats with the 
other diplomats. 


Senator Gallingorgraphically pictured 


tbe wrongs which Spain inflicted on the 
Cubans, quoting many newspaper arti- 
cles, and declared that Weyler wae be- 
iilnninK to live up to uia fame. In con- 
clusion hoeaid: "Godspeed to the day 
when Cuba shall Ire free." 


Lodge asked to have placed in tho 


record tho outline of VVeyfer'a forthcom- 
ing proclamations sent uy the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, and 
this alone would justify any action con- 
gress would take. General Weylora 
policy of shooting down defenseless peo- 
ple hue begun, said Lodge.

with Dr. Pedlar, Mr. Hcaton and Mr. 
Lane met in Dr. Rowell's office during 
ihe evening, and after discussing the 
mutter in all its bearings decided to rec- 
ommend the temporary closing of the 
schools. 


This conclusion was reached not be- 


cause of the unsanitary condition of any 
of the schools, nor because of any in- 
crease in the number of cases of diph- 
theria, but because of the scant attend- 
ance at tho K Btreet school caused by 
the reports of tho unsanitary condition 
of He closets and tho number of cases 
iliat have occurred among members of 
its classes. BOtuo of them near tho Echool 
building, by the decreasing attendance 
iu all tho schools, and the general ex- 
citement and fear in the community. 


It WHS believed that a suspension of 


the schools for one week, during which 
time a general renovation of all tho 
school promises could be made and 
chances of contagion by contact with in- 
fected cusus lessened would serve to allay 
the present excitement so that all could 
zo on without further disturbance. 


It was the opinion of most of the 


physicians at the meeting that a major- 
ity of the recently reported cases could 
be traced to direct contagion, and that 
by carefully isolating these cases the 
disease would soon disappear. 


Following is tbe notice which tho 


Board of Health served on tho Board of 
Education: 


To tho Board of Education—Gentle* 


men: The members of tho Board of 
Health, after consulting with most of 
the physicians'of the city, and after in- 
vestipfttinu the history of the several 
cases of diphtheria that have recently 
occurred in the cl^y, would respectfully 
suggest that in order lo allay the pre- 
vailing fear, and to allow ft thorough 
disinfection of all of the school buildings 
and outhouses, the ward schools be 
closed for one week.

Sewer Committee in Giving 
the Matter Careful Con-

The city sewer committee, consisting 


of Austin, Oraycroft and McVey, met 
yesterday to consider the matter of the 
supply ot water for flushing tho city 
sewers and sprinkling the etreete. The 
committee will report at the meeting ol 
its trustees next Monday night. 


The committee considers that the citv 


pays too much for water for street 
sprinkling and for flushing tbe sewera. 
Now, thai the eewer system has been 
extended, the aum will be etill more. 
Several thousand dollars will be paid 
annually for water. 


Two .plane have been suggested. One 


IB to run a pipe, about two miles in 
length northeasterly from 'the city to 
the Fresno Canal and Irrigation Com- 
pany's ditch near the corner of the 
Barton vineyard, and by this means 
bring water to tbe city. Arrangements 
can be made witb tbe canal for water 
for flushing the eewere and eprinkling 
the streets, at a coat not to exceed $50 
per month. 


A second plan ia to bore a well and 


put in a pumping plant. Ia either case 


b would be 
iry to put in pipes to 


lead water to tbe head of each eewer 
system for flashing, and also to carry it 
in pipes to all parts of tbe city for street 
sprinkling purposes.

The 
road waa a narrow one, and there was 
much heavy hauling done over it. The. 
result was that it waa cut in deep rutfl 
until it wan very rough. 


The vineyardtetB in that vicinity 


owned nearly all the 
teams which 


hauled grapes over the road, aud they 
gave positive orders to their teamsters 
to keep out of the ruts, and they saw to 
it that tho orders were obeyed. The 
wagons filled tbe ruts instead of making 
them deeper, and in a short timo what 
had been a rough and difficult »oad was 
changed into one smooth and easy. 


The suggestion is one which might be 


.otednpon with good resuita on many 
roads where heavy hauling is done, 
though there are places where eomethmg 
else is needed.
